Similar: Hemlock (hairless, unchannelled leaf stalks), Rough Chervil (bracteoles & more roundy leaves), Sweet Cicely (crushed 


smells of aniseed), Upright Hedge Parsley (appressed hairs), Carrot (carrot smell, large forked bracts). 
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Hemlock - Common within 8km of coast, occasional further in - Conium maculatum - Map 


Sample Spots: S Side of Arthur’s Seat, Craigie Hill (N of Airport) E Entrance, W Side of Maybury Road. 
Similar: Cow Parsley, Rough Chervil, Sweet Cicely, Carrot & Upright Hedge Parsley (hairy parts); Sweet Cicely also smells of aniseed

Sample Spots: Baird Road (Ratho). 


Similar: Those similar (Cow Parsley, Hemlock, Rough Chervil, Upright Hedge Parsley, Carrot) have no white patches or aniseed smell. 
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Upright Hedge-Parsley - Widespread within 10km of coast - Torilis japonica - Map 
Sample Spots: Entrance Drive to EICA Climbing Centre (S edge). 


Similar: Similar species have projecting hairs or are hairless, these have appressed hairs. 
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- Frequent within 8km of coast, sporadic further inland - Aethusa cynapium - Map 


Sample Spots: Baird Road Pa t_opp Ratho St Mary’s Church. 
Similar: The long bracteoles are distinctive. 
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(Wild Carrot depicted) - Frequent within 10km of coast, occasional further in - Daucus 


carota - M p. Sample Spot : Calder Road at Bypass.
